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20 COUNTRY NEWSDEALERS. 

Some of the country newsdealers say that, the 
retail price of Tun TRIBUNE in the city being 
fixed at three cents per copy, their customers 
in the country very generally demand the 
paper atthe same rate, not admitting that 
there should de any difference in price to cover 
the extra expense of delivering in the country. 
They add that it is impossible for them to 
sell the paper (and pay postage on it) at the 
rate of three cents each and at the same time 
make a satisfactory profit.

the country newsdealers that we have decided 
to remove it. 

Accordingly, after this date the charge for 
Tun Tarnunm to country newsdealers, post- 
age prepaid, will be two oents per copy net, the 
game as the price now made to city news- 
dealers. 

Tun TRIBUNE will be delivered free of all 
charge for carriage to city or postage to 
country newsdealers at the invariable rate of 
two cents per copy. This will enable the 
country newsdealer to retail the paper at the 
city price of three cents per copy.

THE POWDERLY SECRET OIRCULAR. 

The secret circular addressed to the order 
of the Knights of Labor” by its head, Mr. 
Powderly, has come to light and is published 
in another column. It is certainly a very 
remarkable document, not for any light it 
throws on the present switchmen’s strike in 
the Southwest—for, like the crazy St. Louis 
pronunciamento of Mr. Irons, it still leaves 
the public in the dark as to the grievances of 
the strikers, if they have any—but for the 
view it presents of the ultimate purposes of 
this organization. . 

Mr. Powderly officially notifies the strik- 
ers that their action is premature and that 
to attempt to win concessions or gains with 
our present raw, undisciplined membership 
would be like hurling an unorganized mob 
against a well-drilled regular army.” He 
warns them that they are frittering away 
their. strength by rushing into useless and 
premature strikes, that it is nonsense to 
think of obtaining the short-hour system in 
May next, that strikes and boycotting must 
be avoided, and that the laws of the order 
must be obeyed or he will resign. Evidently, 
then, the Sduthwestern switchmen’s strike 
was not ordered by Mr. Powderly, but by his 
heutenant, Mr. Irons, unless he is playing 
one role for the publi¢ and another for the 
members of his order. Or it may be that 
Mr. Powderly has discovered that popular 
sympathy is not with the strikers, as it 1s 
really a blow at the whole public, with 
the railroad common carriers involved, and 
that the only resource left is to back out be- 
fore his knightly order is crushed in the en- 
counter with the law and the public which it 
is provoking. Whatever may have been Mr. 
Powderly’s purpose in issuing this circular, 
it is not so important, so far as it bears upon 
the present strike, as is the prospect it opens 
of the real object of the order in future, aud 
this is contained in the following extract: 


It is impossible for human nature to stand 
the strain any longer. I must bave the assiat- 
ance of the o or my most earnest efforts 
will fail. WII 1 ‘have it? It so, strikes must 
be avoided; boycotts must be avoided. Those 
who boast must be checked by their asse 
blies. No move must be made until the co 
of last resort has been appeaiedto. Threats of 
violence must not be made. Politicians m 
be hushed up or driven out. Obedience to 
laws of knighthood must have preference over 
those of any other order. If these thugs are 
done, the next five years will witness the com- 
plete emancipation of mankind from the curse 
of monopoly. lu our members we require 
secrecy, obedience, assistance, patience, and 
courage. If, with these aids, you strengthen 
our hands, I will continue in the work. It you 
do not desire to assist me in this way, then 
select a man better qualified to ovey your will 
and I will retirein his favor. 


If this means anything, it means that the 
Knights of Labor have been premature, notin 
trying to redress grievances or to revolutlon- 
ize the industrial system of the Nation, but 
in making théir assault upon capital too soon. 
It means that they have sought to wipe out 
reproductive capital before they were strong 
enough. But if they will wait five yehrs 
they will then be powerful enough to destroy 
all business requiring capital te carry it on, 
or, as Mr. Powderly puts it, ‘‘ emancipate” 
themselves from the curse of monopoly.“ 
which is tantamount to the same thing, for 
in the eyes of the Knights of Labor every 
man who hires another is a **‘ monopolist.” 
When the five years are up, when the mo- 
ment of their triumph comes, what then? 
What do they propose to do with saved labor 
called capital? Do they intend to confiscate 
every dollar accumulated by care and econo- 
my or held by those who employ labor in re- 
productive industry? Do they propose to 
prevent one man with means from hiring an- 
other who needs wages? What other object 
can there be in breaking down employment? 
What else is this than the adoption of the 
complete Communistic doctrine that prop- 
erty is robbery” and no man shall own any- 
thing ? The most rabid Socialists do not go 
further than the destruction of capital and 
ownership of property. Mr. Powderly’s cir- 
cular does not differ in this regard from the 
Communistic pronunciamentos, except that 
he thinks the Knights of Labor will not be 
able to accomplish it for five years yet. He 
says: “We must not fritter away our 
strength and miss the opportunity of pres- 
ent success in the struggle against capital 
dy rushing into useless strikes.“ Evi- 
dently, therefore, the switchmen’s strike in 
the Southwest is notastrike for wages, or 
hours, or any specified or tangible grievance, 
but a strike directly against capital and em- 
ployers, and this is confirmed by the failure 
of the strikers to set forth any specific griey- 
ance against the railroad companies. Mr. 
Powderly’s circular will be even more of a 


surprise to the public than the mysterious 
action of the strikers. 


THE COLORED MEN’S APPEAL TO 
THE PRESIDENT. 

It is a suggestive outcome of the recent 
horrible and unprovoked massacre at Carroll- 
ton, Miss., that the colored people of tne 
South in the persons of two of their most 
prominent representatives, ex-Senator Bruce 
and ex-Congressman Lynch of Mississippi, 
have gone direct to the President and laid 
their grievances before him for such action 
as he may think proper to take. Their ad- 
vices from the colored people of their own 
State show that they are paralyzed with fear, 
and that the Governor had taken no action in 
the premises, and would take none, on the 
pretense that it would trench upon the au- 
thority of the’ county in the premises, which 
leaves them in the same wretehed plight, as 
the county itself will take no action. It is 
said that the President listened very atten- 
tively to the statements of Messrs. Bruce and 
Lynch and expressed himself very vigorous- 


ly to the effect that such an occurrence was 


fold. ‘This was contrary to the express letter | a 


the assasins to justice. He also informed 
them that the matter had been called to his 
attention by the Attorney-General. 

This is cheering as far as it goes, but will 
it go any, further? The President, by his 
own statement, is fully aware of the details 
of the horrible affair. He knows that the 
Governor of Mississippi has decided tliat it 
does not call for executive action, —More 
than this, his attention has been officially 
called to it by the Attorney-General. It 
would be a more hopeful prospect for justice 


to the negro in Mississippi and other South- 


ern States if these assasins and their sym- 


pathizers were not Democrats; if the court | 


officials, county officials, and State offi 
were not Democrats also; if they ‘had not 
suppressed and trampled out the 

majority by fraud and force, It would be 


hopeful for the future if ‘the Demgeratic 


party had not been dependent upon these 


| very States where the Republican vote is 
suppressed for the election of its Presi- 


dent. If Mississippi, Louisiana, South 
Carolina, and Florida could have cast their 
full vote, and the majorities could have been 
honestly declared, Mr. Cleveland would 
not havé been President. It is extremely 
doubtful, therefore, whether he will do any- 
thing to antagonize these Southern Demo- 
crats or take any step calculated to make a 
breach between them and the Northern 
Democrats. The President has had his say. 
He could do no less than express his sur- 
prise at the outrages, and it may be assumed 
that he will do no more. 


Meanwhile there are a few Southern pa- 
pers honest enough to denounce the Carroll- 
ton murder, The Memphis Avalanche pro- 
nounces it a cowardly, brutal, and bloody 
murder,” and demands that the murderers 
shall be brought to justice I it takes every 
law-abiding man in Mississippi to accom- 
plish it.” The New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat also says: 

The honor of Mississippi and of the South 
demands that this matter be judicially inves- 
tigated at once, and the law vindicated by the 
*. of those engaged in this slaughter. 

murder of human beings in this barbarous 
fashion cannot be tolerated or condoned. We 
believe every intelligent citizen of Mississipp! 
will join with us in this view of the case, and 
„rz this almost unparaileled slaugu- 

These papers, however, are exceptions. 
The majority of the Southern papers seek to 
justify the horrible work of the mob, 
and more than one Northern Demo- 
cratic paper has sought to apologize 
for it or to deplore it as a dread- 
ful necessity. While Northern Democratic 
editors are keeping silent about it or apolo- 
gizing for it, and Southern Democratic ed- 
itors are justifying the Executive of Missis- 
aw for not interfering in the matter, and 
the situation is considered from the partisan 
points of view, there is but very little hope 
that the President's indignation will go 
further than talk. He owes too much to the 
Southern mobs of regulators and negro-hunt- 
ers to offend them. 


THE ADDRESS OF THE STRIKING 
KNIGHTS. 

The address issued by the Knights of La- 
bor at St. Louis, published in yesterday’s 
Trisune, furnishes the public no informa- 
tion as to the grievances of the strikers or 
the demands they make upon the Missouri 
Pacific and the other roads in the South- 
western system. The document is heated 
and incoherent; it displays a great deal of 
passion, but we cannot see how a disinter- 
ested person can derive from it any clear 
idea of the causes or purposes of the present 
extraordinary strike on the lines centering 
at St. Louis. If the strikers have any dis- 
tinct cause of complaint they have failed to 
state it in such a manner that it can be un- 
derstood, or else they have sought to keep 
their grievances from the public and used 
language to hide their real meaning. 

The first half of the address of the striking 
Knights is taken up with general and rather 
vague denunciation of Jay Gould, Gould is 
in many respects an odious person, and the 
public will readily believe much of what the 
strikers say in regard to his rapacious and 
unscrupulous disposition, but just at present 
it would be better for the striking trackmen, 
switchmen, and freight-handlers to state 
why they have blocked commerce on the 
Southwestern roads and refuse to allow the 
conductors, engineers, and brakemen to run 
trains. What is the particular grievance the 
strikers have against the corporations man- 
aged by Mr. Hoxie? After taking up half 
their address in general denunciation of Jay 
Gould’s perfidy, the “Knights” say 
that the officials of the Missouri 
Pacific have “spurned their pleas” 
and ignored petitions” for many 
months. What were the pleas about? What 
was the subject of the petitions? What 
were the things spurned ? The address gives 
no information on these points; but, on the 
other hand, Mr. Hoxie stated in his letter to 
Powderly that no petitions or complaints had 
been presented, but that the strike was begun 


„without notice” and carried on without a 


statement of demands. Clearly this was an 
occasion for the Knights to produce copies of 
the alleged petitions, or at least make some 
specific statement as to their contents; but, 
without doing so, they proceed to say ina 
manner equally vague that the odious Jay 
Gould and his subordinates have been 
“crushing poor men by holding them to 
hard labor at 55 cents a day.“ Where is this 
being done? Who are they? What was 
the character of their work? Were they en- 
gaged for two or ten hours a day? No one 
has heard of the charge before. But, without 
offering the public any enlightenment on 
these questions, the strikers affirm that 
Gould is preparing to ‘invade the sa- 
cred circle of our homes to satiate 
his greed” and that sapient courts” are 
assisting him in the attempt. Presumabiy 
this language refers to the injunctions issued 
by the courts of Missouri and Kansas to pre 
vent lawlesness and destruction of property. 
But the strikers ought to know that as long 
as they obey the law they are safe from in- 
terference'by Jay Gould or saplent courts ” 
inside or outside their homes. The strikers 
need not expect that this sort of claptrap will 
have any effect on public opinion. They 
must state facts. What are the facts? They 
must specify their grievances. What are 
they ? 

In the last paragraph of their address the 
striking switch and yard men, calling them- 
selves ‘‘ Knights,” refer to Jay Gould, renew 
their slurs on the courts, and announce that 
they are contending also with the territo- 
rial merchants” and the scabs.” The ref- 
erence to the merchants within the territory 
of the Missouri Pacific is the only in- 
timation the strikers make that they 
consider the public involved in the 
controversy, and it is certainly time for them 
to learn that they are striking not only 
against the merchants but against the farm- 
ers, drovers, manufacturers, workmen in 
other trades, and in fact every class of the 
community in four or fiveStates. Their allu- 
sion to the scabs” is equally extraordinary. 
The strike is confined to the switchmen,

The address of the striking Knighty simply 
confirms the assertion of Hoxie that the 
strikers are without a redressable griev- 
ance.“ There is nothing in their address 
that té tangible. The whole thing As in- 
serutabla They have left the servich of the 

road companies without known or speci- 

cause, and are now trespassers and riot- 
ert engaged in a la wiess attempt to interrupt 
public travel and traffie on great high- 
ways. They rejected the terms ot arbitration 
proposed by the Governors of Missouri and 
Kansas and are now reviling the courts and 
threatening the public with further injury. 
It is the imperative duty of the Governors of 
Kansas, Arkansas, Missouri, and Lllinois to 
take the necessary steps to suppress lawles- 
ness, clear the railroad tracks of obstructors, 
and open these impeded highways to the use 
of the public. * 


PRIVATE BILLS IN CONGRESS. 

The House Judiciary Committee has re- 
ported a bill to extend the jurisdietion of the 
Court Of Claims so as to relieve Congress of 
the ever-increasing flood of private bills, The 
consideration of these claims in Congress ob- 
structs legitimate legislation, creates great 
expense, and produces results that-ere far 
from satisfactory. Congress is not organizéd 
to act effectively in passing on claims, and 
experience justifies the assertion that it is 
the most dilatory and expensive tribunal of 
that character ever established. When pri- 
vate bills are under considération the mem- 
bers not interested retire to the committee- 
rooms to bring their correspondence up to 


to make calls, exchange cards, or attend 
dinner parties, while a few remain in their 
seats to operate the ponderous machinery of 
Congressional legislation. Expenses and 
salaries, however, continue to run at the rate 
of from $5,000 to $10,000 or more a day, and 
thus while the members potter over a few 
private bills the proceedings often cost the 
Government more than the entire amount in 


controversy. 


But on an average hardly more than one- 
sixth of the private bills introduced in Con- 
gress ever get beyond thecommittees. Scores 
of these bills are kept locked up in the com- 
mittees or on the calendar until the accumu- 
lated interest is greater than the amount 
originally claimed. In some notable cases 
where bills have been pending for more than 
a generation the compound interest constitutes 
four-fifths of the sum demanded by the 
original claimant. Three-fifths of the time 
of Congress must be devoted to these bills, 
and yet only asmall proportion is disposed 
of, and the accumulation increases with every 
session. In the Forty-eighth Congress 913 
claims were referred, but only 163 reported 
back, and of these only twelve, involving 
about $24,000, were adopted. It must have 
required at least ten times this amount to pay 
the expenses of Congress during the time 
private bills were under consideration. The 
cost of printing the bills alone amounted to 
over $8,000. It is estimated that since 1862 
the Government has expended $641,000 for 
printing bills and joint resolutions. In the 
last twenty-five years private claims have 
been multiplied ten times, and the num- 
ber increases every year in & manner 
to indicate that this ratio will be 
maintained for an indefinit time in the 
future. Meantime the membership of 
Congress has swollen so as to make that 
body still more unwieldy and add to the 
diverse interests fighting and clamoring for 
attention in the committee rooms and on the 
floor. The record of the last session shows 
the incapacity of Congress to deal with these 
Claims: 11,443 private bills were introduced, 
918 referred to committees, 163 reported 
back, and only twelve adopted. 

It will be a great benefit for Congress to 
turn private claims over to a court and have 
them settled judicially. Persons having 
claims can then secure a prompt hearing and 
the Government will avoid the heavy accum- 
ulations of interest and the enormous costs 
that result from the attempt to settle these 
eases in Congress. Such a change would re- 
move the worst obstruction to legitimate leg- 
islation and relieve the members of the lob- 
byists and claim agents engaged in urging 
private bills. The growth of the country in 
population and business affairs has been 80 
great that the full time of Congress is now 
required for public matters, and private 
claims should be remitted to a properly or- 
ganized court for settlement. 


CHIEF ENGINEER ARTHUR'S VIEWS. 

Grand Chief Engineer Arthur, the head of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
of the United States and Canada, in his in- 
terview, printed in the last issue of Tuer 
TRIBUNE, tells some plain home truths 
about the Southwestern strike of the switch- 
men which he Knights“ would do well 
His long connection with the 
organization over which he presides, the 
success with which he has administered his 
position, the high estimation in which he is 
held not only by the engineers in this coun- 
try, Canada, and Mexico, bat by the railway 
officials themselves, and the cool, level 
head which he carries in every emergency 
make him a safe guide to follow and invest 
his suggestiops with unusual weight. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
has no affiliations with the ‘* Knights of 
Labor” or any other trades union, for the 
reason set forth by Mr. Arthur that there is 
no inducement for a man who earns three 
dollars a day to fight the battles of a man 
who earns one dollar a day, as there is no 
community of interest between them. And 
yet this is exactly what the switchmen and 
yardmen branch of the Knights of Labor in 
Missouri, Arkansas, Kansas, and Texas are 
doing. ‘There is no strike among the crews 
of the railroads in those States. The engi- 
neers, firemen, brakemen, and conductors 
have no grievance against their roads, They 
are ready and willing to work. In the four 
States chiefly affected by this strike there is 
not a man connected with the running of the 
trains who has any dispute with his employ- 
ers, and yet because switehmen and yard- 
men are discontented for some unknown 
cause—they don’t know what themse] ves—the 
demagogs at the head of the St. Louis 
Knights of Labor call upon engineers, fire- 
men, brakemen, and conductors to desert 
their trains, and, if the railroad companies 
undertake to run them, to resist and join 
them in the disablement and destruction of 
property. This is a doctrine of the St. Louis 
Knights of Labor which involves a funda- 
mental -inconsistency, and which, as Mr. 
Arthur shows, if persisted in will result in the 
dismemberment of the organization. N 

Mr. Arthur points out still another danger 
which confronts the ‘‘ Knights” as an organ- 
ization. It is evidently his opinion that a

there is no possibility ot an agreement. In 
the opinion of impetuous, hot-headed Irons, 
however, the strike is a matter of first resort. 


Strike first and negotiate afterwards is his 


policy,’ and of course with such a policy 
there will be no end of strikes on the slight- 
est provocation. The mere caprice of these 
leaders is sufficient cause for them to order 
the tying up of trains. In the present instance 
the large majority of the strikers do not 
know why they are idlé. They only know 
that they have been ordered by Irons to quit 
work and mob the roads, and they obey the 
word of their master, as the switchmen at 
East St. Louis did the other day. Now, as Mr. 
Arthur says, these strikes méan taxation, and 
taxation meaps”tir~excessive burden upon 
the order which must be severely felt and 
„prove an unbearable load.” The men who 
are out of work must be paid by assessment 
upon those of the order who are still at work 
or they will desert it. How long can such a 
burden be borne when strikes are not based 
upon actual grievances but upon the caprice 
of rash, unreflecting men like Irons, or 
upon a mere blind, willful determination to 
break down railway communication and ma- 
liciously disorganize the commerce of whole 
States ? 

Mr, Arthur gives the real solution of labor 
troubles—‘* Come, let us reason together; 
and it is true, as he says, that when this is

Labor troubles like those now raging in the 
United States always bring to the front the 
doctrine that codperation affords the only sat- 
isfactory and permanent solution of such dif- 
ficulties. Codperation in the business of pro- 
duction has been tried in occasional instances 
with gratifying success, but it has not been 
shown how the system can be made general 
without exposing the weaker class of work- 
men to greater uncertainties and hardshjps 
than at present. The affairs of a codperative 
shop or factory may go on swimmingly so 
long as there is a profit to be divided, but the 
situation is reversed when a loss must be sus- 
tained. Most men prefer a fixed to a con- 
.tingent income, and the general unwilling- 
ness of workmen to enter into codperative 
associations for production is founded on pru- 
dential reasons of the strongest character. 
They would be glad to share the profits, but 
are unwilling to bind themselves to work for 
nothing during the periods when the business 
nfust be conducted at a loss and won’t even 
pay wages of the operatives. 

Recognizing this difficulty of making work- 
men joint partners in production, mogt ad vo- 
cates of codperation contend for a certain 
amount of fixed wages and the division only 
ofa percentage of the profit where there 
happens to be any. This plan may work in 
certain cases, especially in business protected 
by patent monopolies, but it cannot be gener- 
ally adopted. The codperative manufactur- 
ers possessed of the greatest foresight and 
sagacity would inevitably draw to their estab- 
lishments the most efficient and industrious 
workmen, and thus a combination would be 
formed representing on one side the best 
business ability and on the other the most 
skilled workmanship. The inferior business 


unskilled, aged, or infirm laborers who would 
be crowded out of the establishments where 
the management was such as to give good as- 
surance ofa profit. A general codperative 
system would be a great advantage 
to managers of superior ability and 
to skilled, industrious workmen—the classes 
able to take care of themselves in any event 
—but it would expose all others to an unen- 
durable competition. Dissatisfaction would 
be certain to prevail in establishments man- 
aged by men of second-rate business ability 
and filled with weakly, untrained, or aged 
workmen. Such establishments could make 
no profits, and their managers would be very 
fortunate if they succeeded in paying running 
expenses. They would be unable to retain 
skilled foremen or other valuable men, and 
all these classes, striving not for wages but 
for profits, would press into the shops where 
only the best labor was employed and where 
the business management was most efficient. 
Other establishmevts could survive only un- 
der the rule of low wages, long hours, and 
hard fare. It is feared by many thinkers 
that a general system of codperation in man- 
ufacturing would enhance the present hard- 
ships of competition and give new force to 
the doctrine of the survival of the fittest,” 
and of driving against the wall the weaker 
workers. 

There is another form of codperation which 
may be adopted in its widest scope with great 
benefit to all classes of workmen and hard- 
ship to none. A codperative association for 


the purpose of buying food, clothing, fuel, 


medicines, and all other supplies is practica- 
ble and easily managed so as to produce good 
results by great savings. By uniting in this 
way workmen can obtain nine-tenths of their 
supplies at wholesale rates and increase the 
purchasing power of their wages fully one- 
fourth. This phase of codperation has been 
thoroughly tested and found to improve the 
condition of workmen far better than strikes, 
boycotts, or other hopeless struggles against 
economic laws. Codperation for the purpose 
of prodyction is only a theory so far, and has 
been employed successfully only in rare in- 
stances and under exceptional circumstances; 
but codperation in the purchase of supplies— 
known as codperation in distribution —has 
been fully tested and now offers its advan- 
tages to all intelligent workmen who will 
combine to seek them. 5

Turning toward At- 
torney-General Sir Charles Russell, Mr. Wilson 
asked whether, in a recent case in the divorce 
court—here he turned toward Sir Charlies 
Dilke, who sat behind the Treasury bench—it 
was decided that evidence upon which a re- 
spondent was found guilty of adultery was 
not receivable as against the corespondent;

two persons were jointiy charged with con- 
spiracy, both must be found guilty or both ac- 
quiited; and whether he was prepared to take 
steps with a view to making the lawof evi- 
dence in cases of adultery similar to the law of 
evidence in cases of conspiracy. 

During these words, spoken in a gritty, ag- 
gressive style, Sir Charles looked pale, per- 
plexed, and worried, Lady Duke also bemę in 
the gallery.

OUTRAGES DOWN SOUTH. 
SENATOR HOAR INTRODUCES A BILL 
TO PUT A STOP TO THEM. 

He Wants the Government to Take a Han 
at the Inquest When Colored Men Are 
Shot Down Like Dogs—Secretary Man- 
ning’s Condition About the Same and 
Quite Critical—Suggestions by Fairchild 
—The Télephone Inquiry. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—|Special. }— 
Mr. Hoar in the Senate reported a bill to pro- 
vide for inquests under National authority. 
He said be bad been led todoso at this time 
because of the recent outrages at Oarrollton, 
Miss. If the public press was correct in its 
statement that all the victims were of one po- 
litical faith and the murderers of another it 
is time that something should be done to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such deeds, These out- 
rages have been of too frequent occurrence, 
and in similar cases where investigations have 
been made by Congress it has been usual tosay 
that the affair was the result of accident. But 


very time it has happened that the political 


opponents of/the Democratic party have been 
the victims and Democrats the murderers. The 
Serator hoped that both parties would unite 
in making a law to provide for unpartisan in- 


vestigations, and for this purpose introduced 
the following bill, which was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee: . 

Src. 1. Whenever any three citizen¢ of the 
United States shail under oath present to any 
Judge of a Circuit Court, either in term time or 
vacation, their petition setting forth that within the 
circuit for which such Judge has jurisdiction any 
person has been killed. or has sustained serious 
bodily injury, or serious injury in bis estate, or has 
been threatened with injury in person or estate 
because of race or color of such person so killed, 
injared, or threatened, or because of any political 
opinion which such person so killed, injured, or 


prevent such person so killed, injured, or threat- 
ened, or others from expressing freely such opin- 
ion, or from voting as he or they may see fit at any 
election of officers whose election is required or 
provided for by the Constitution or laws ot the 
United States, or to influence or affect the votes of 
such persons or others at such elections; it shall 
be the duty of such Judge as soon as may be to 
have an inquest into the circumstances of such 
killing, injury, or threatening, at such place within 
the circuit as he may appoint, and to cause to be 
summoned and examined before him at such time 
such witnesser as he may think proper. 

Src. 2. The Judge shall forthwith report the 
evidences by bim taken and his conclusions of fact 
thereon to the President of the United States, to 
be.by him laid before Congress. 

Sec. 3. The Judge may require any Distriet- At- 
torney of the United States within his circuit to 
attend such inquest and to aid in preparing for and 
conducting the same, or be may in his discretion 
appoint any other counselor-at-law to prepare und 
conduct such inquest.

THE STABBING OF KILCRANR. 


The Young Slayer Held to the Grand Jury, 
After Making a Clean Breast of the At- 
fair—His Sister’s Falsehoods in His Be- 


half. 

Deputy-Coronér Knopf held an inquest at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon over the body of 
Daniel Kilerane, the young mechanic stabbed 
to death Thursday night by Tuomas Twobey in 
a street fight in front of No. 242 West Taylor 
street. A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, with the result that Twohey was “held 
to the grand jury. 

From everything that has come to light it is 
learned that the affray grew out of a fight be- 
tween two young fellows named Perry and 
Latebford, Young joined the

Perry and Twohey then exchanged 
blows on the strength Of the interference.

No. 234 Taylor etreet. Perry left when ordered 
off by Vodd, and as soon as the backs of the 
Dodds were turned Twobey and Kilcrane, who 
bad been a spectator of the fight, became en- 
gaged in an altercation came to biows. 
Kilerane soon had Twohey dowd on the side- 
walk and was poundiug nim severely, when 
Twohey drew a kuife and began to 
strike at ‘the man on of 
him. About the time he began slashing 
with his weapon, Nellie Twohey, his sister, 


came up and threw herself upon the two men. 


Getting between them she threw ber leit arm 
across her brother's body and received 
an u ward thrust of the sharp. knife 
through her arm just below 
elbow. After she bad staggered away 
Twobey delivered another thrust, and this time 
the point of the knife struck Kilorane in the 
throat, just above the breast-bone, and entered 
to the full length of the blade. Klleraue got 
up, -exclaimed “I'm gone!” and fell to the 
sidewalk. He was picked up by the police, 
taken to the nearest drug-store, and thenve to 
the County Hospital, which he never 
reuched alive. Twohey made a clean 
breast of the affair to Capt. O'Donnell 
under the impression that Kilcrane was 
not dead, but only slightiy burt. He confessed 
to using the knife, said he did it because he 
was the under man and not because he had any 
grudge against Kilcrane, stated that the fight 
was over aboard bill that Kilcrane owed to 
his mother, and claimed that Kilcrane bad also 
insulted his sister, and went with the officers 
to search for the knife with which the cutting 
was done. The knife was found in the yard in 
front of No. 234 Taylor street, and was still 
covered with blood. It was beld up to the 
light of a lantern and identified by Twohey. 
There were several dramatic scenes at the 
— — One of these was when the prisoner 
entered the room just as bis sister was begin- 
ning ber testimony. Up to this time no hint of 
the prisoner's confession had been given, and 
the brother ana sister were thus brought face 
to face for the first time since the beginning of 
the inquest, the latter still believing that her 
testimony would go far to clear the prisoner.

The great mass of the people do 
not sympathize with the rioters, and the 
knowledge that such is the case bas the effect 
of dampening the ardor of this portion of the 


populace. 

Advices from Liege say that the town is 
quiet, and that work bas been partially re- 
sumed. 

At Charleroi the situation is reported to be 
worse than ever. A number of miners at- 
tempted to descend into the pits, but were pre- 
vented by the strikers. Troops were called 
out to protect men who were willing to work, 
anc asharp fight ensued, in which many of 
the} mob were wounded. The gilassworkers’ 
strike has become general. A quantity 
of machinery in a factory at Lodelinsart has 
been wrecked, and a factory at Cardoux has 
been burned to the ground. A safe ih the fac- 
tory at the latter place was stolen. The troops 
were powerless to quell the disturbance. The 
rioters numbered several thousand. The dam- 
age caused by the mob exceeds 3,125,000 francs. 
The entire garrison at Ostend has been ordered 
to proceed to Charteroi. Violence is brewing 
in Ghent. 

A conflict occurred between strikers and 
troops at Chatelineau in which many were 
wounded on both sides. The Benard Brewery 
is reported to be in flames. 

A mob of strikers marched today to the pal- 
ace of King Leopold and there in a body sang 
the ** Marseillaise.””

Looking More Warlike—The Greeks Prepar- 
ing to Do Battle with the Turks—The 
Feeling in England.

He regretted the 
manner in which the majority in the Reichs- 
tag treated Government bills. It was 
doubtful whether with such a ma- 
jority the Reichstag would ever de 
the pivot upon which German 
unity should revolve. If the Reichstag did not 
better comprehend its duty he feared for the 
future of the Empire in the event of compi 
cations with foreign countries, though he 
saw no immediate danger. He foresaw 
no danger in the spring of 1870. 
If the strength of the Empire was 
likely to be put to severe tests, the present 
was the time to provide for contingencies. 
The adoption of the Spirit- Monopoly bill would 
strengthen while its rejection would prejudice 
the Empire. It the Reichstag should also re- 
ject the consumption tax it would be necessary 
to introduce a license tax in Prussia. 

After a speech by Herr Richter Prince 
Bismarck again spoke. He referred to Herr 
Richter’s attitude of opposition andéaid: “If 
lam reproached with inducing the Emperor to 
go to Canossa, li reply that be has before this 
experienced a worse Canossa in the Reicnstag.”’ 
The debate was adjourned until Saturday.

SUGGESTED BY FAIRCHILD. 

The Speaker laid before the House a com- 
munication from Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Fairchild transmitting a draft of a 
bili to amend the laws regulating immigration. 
Referred. 

[The bill exempts fromthe per capita tax of 50 
cents transient alien tourists. and provides a pen- 
alty of $500 for the permanent landing of alien 
paupers, idiots, insane, and convicts. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is given power to appoint 
Commissioners of immigration, not to exceed 
three in number, at Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Key West, New Orleans, Galves- 
ton, and San Francisco, who shall take exclusive 
charge and provide for the support and retention 
of such alien immigrants as may fall into distress. } 

Also a letter from Assistant-Secretary Fair- 
child asking for an appropriation for the stor- 
age and transportation of silver dollars. Re 
ferred. ‘The letter says: 

In view of the fact that the amount of standard 
silver dollars required to be coined under the ex- 
isting law is about 27,000,000 each year and that the 
remaining space available in the vaults of the 
Sub-Treasury offices other than at New Orleans 
is not sufficient for the storage of the coinage for 
the ensuing twelve months, it is deemed advisabie 
and prudent toask that a suitable appropriation be 
made to enable the department to erect vaults in 
some other of the Sub-Treasury offices, leaving the 
vault at New Orleans free for the storage of the 
accumulation of the coinage executed at the mint 
in that city.

Tom “TWOHEY- 


The prisoner is a strongly-built young man 
of 19 or 20 years of age. His real name is 
Thomas Brickley, since his mother has been 
married three times and he is the son of her 
first husband, Brickley. His head is quite 
large above the ears, his trow retreating, and 
his bead flat to the crown. His eyebrows are 
very heavy. bis eyes quite large and of a 
pooner greenish-gray, with darker eyelashes. 

is eyes are set wide apart, bis nose is large 
and a trifie flat, his upper lip prominent, his 
jaw square, ana his chin contains a deep 
cleft. His hair is brown and his face 
was covered with several days’ growth of 
brown beard. His face showed signs of weep- 
ing and great agitation. He has worked for 
seveial years as a teamster at Frost's 
mill, Canal and Polk streets. 

Nellie Twobey, the sister of the prisoner, 
entered the room with her handaerchief to her 
eyes and sobbing audibly. She had her right 
arm in a dirty, white sling. She is about 18 
years of age. 

She told a reasonable and credible story, but, 
being in ignorance of ber brother's confession, 
unfortunately told ber tale with the same 
motive that had caused her to throw herself 
between ber brotber and his antagonist. She 
said sue was lying in bed sick with the tooth- 
ache, when her mother rushed in excitealy and 
then rusbed out again. Thinking that some- 
thing was wrong, she hastily threw on 
some clothes and ran out of the bouse. She 
saw her brother and Kilcrane struggiing on the 
sidewalk and threw herseif between them. 
While tryms to part tiem Kilcrane stabbed 
her clear through the arm, the blow being 
aimed at her brother's face. The pain and the 
loss of blood made ber sick and faint, and at 
the gate she was met dy John Rooney, a 
boarder in the house, who took her in and ban- 
daged herarm. She could not tell anything 
about witnesses, and did not know until 
atterwards the result of the fight. She toid 
Rooney and ber mother that Kilcrane bad 
broken her arm. When shown the knife used 
by Twohey aud asked if she had ever seen it 
before, she gazed intently at the blood-stained 
weapon in a fascinated sort of way, hesitated a 
long while, and finally declared that she had 
not. Mother, stepfather, and all the witnesses, 
without exception, denied ever having seen 
the knife or having seen Twohey carry a knife, 
The knife was all of bright steel, with an opening 
down the centre of the handle, the blade not 
appearing in sight. To open it a latch or fas- 
tening at one end is removed and the handle 
falls apart. The two parts of the handle are 
then moved in acircie until they meet, when 
the blade and handle are in line, the blade be- 
ing fixed and immovable and quite different 
from a spring-backed knife. 

Capt. O’ Donnell and several officers then de- 
posed to the confession of Twohey and the 
search for the kuife, its discovery and its 
County-Physician Biluthardt 
then gave a technica! description of the wound. 
Then followed the verdict that Daniel Kiicrane 
came to his death from a wound inflicted by a 
knife in the hands of Thomas Twohey.

2 something That Looks Like a Scheme on 


the Part of the Trunk Lines to Fleece 
Their Western Connections—Advance in 
East-Bound Passenger Rates—Voting 
Bonds to a Wyoming Road—Items. 

It transpires that the agreement between the 
Eastern trunk lines and the Central Traffic As- 
sociation (Western connections of the trunk 
jines) for tue pooling of east-bound traffic pro- 
vides that the Western pool shall get 
put 40 per cent of the east-bound earn- 
ings, while the trunk-line poel is to re- 
ceive 60 per cent of the total earnings. 
The fact that the mileage of the Western pool 
lines is about the same as that of the trunk 
lines, and that accordingly the earnings shouid 
be equally divided, proves the assertions here- 
tofore made that the whole arrangement is 
nothing but a clever game of the trunk lines 
10 fleece their Western connections and make 
them contribute to the welfare of the trunk 
Vines and belp the. latter to prosper 
at the former's expense. But for the 
fact that tne trunk lines own or control a ma- 


jority of their Western connections such an 
arrangement could vever bave been made. 
he few small roads in the Central Traffic Asso- 


ciation’s territory were forced into the agree- 
ment by the threat that if they refused to do 
so and refused to maintain the established 
rates they would be cut off from ali prorating 
arrangements with the trunk lines. As this 
would prevent them from competing for the 
through traffic the only alternative left them 
was to accept half a loaf or nothing. The so 
called “ affiliated”’ roads west from Chicago 
and east from the Mississippi River—Rock Isi- 
end, Burlimgton, and Alton— who were expected 
to join in this unfair arrangement saw through 
the game of the trunk lines from the beginning, 
and being strong enough to bid defiance to the 
trunk lines, and not being direct counections, 
refused to sign the agreement. Many of the 
independent lines within the territory of the 
Central Traffic Association are no morein ac- 
cord with the arrangemen: ot the trunk lines 
than those affiliated roads, but they are power- 
less to resist the dictation of the trunk lines. 
It is not likely, however, that they will submit 
to this slavery for any great length 
ot time, and they will no doubt make 
troub.e as soon as an opportunity is afforded 
them. Some of them are in the bands of re- 
ceivers, and they are compelled to earn enough 
to meet current expenses, and if they find 
that they cannot do this under the posting 
agreement they will not be slow in taking suc 
steps, regardless of the agreement, as will en- 
able them to secure sufficient traffic to pay 
expenses. The failure of the managers’ meet- 
mg in this city this week to consider the ali 
importent questions of reducing east-bound 
rates lo meet the prospective lake competition, 
the settlement of the dressed-beef and live- 
stock rate controversy, and the refusal of ship- 
pers to bave their freight diverted over lines 
pot designated by them, shows that they expect 
trouble as soon as these questions are brought 
up for consideration. AS soon as naviga- 
tion has fairly set in the lines in the 
Central Traffic Association will find 
that the trunk lines’ refusal to accede to a re- 
duction in rates is simply due to this desire to 
force all the business they can on the lakes, as 
they will get all of this at Eastern lake ports, 
and the bigher the all rail rates the larger 
will be the trunk lines’ proportion of 
the fate from lake ports to seaboard 
points. Thus the business of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association lines will be cut 
down toa minimum, and of the little they get 
they will receive but 40 per cent of the earn- 
ings. None but the roads directly owued and 
controlied by the trunk lines will be able to 
stend such a condition of affairs for any great 
leugth of time. 

In orderto keep track of the east-bound 

carried by the Chicago & At 
persistently refuses to 
join the pool, the various connections 
of that road—the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton at Lima, Ohio, the Nickel Plate at Fosto- 
ria, the Baltimore & Ohio at Columbus, and 
the Michigan Central, Lake Shore, and Grand 
Trunk at Toledo, have agreed that the statis- 
ties of the earnings and tonnage of the Chicago 
& Atiantic, as received by them at the above- 
named points, shall be held for re- 
port to. the Commissioner ef the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association, so that in case 
the Obicago & Atiantic persists in its refusal to 
join the pool ite business may be reported and 
used as a basis for arranging percentages in 
the future. 

This, bowever, can only apply to the business 
of the Chicago & Atiantic to Eastern seaboard 
poiots. For export business it finds an inde- 
pendent and direct outiet to Newport News 
via the Hocking Valley from Columbus to 
Point Pleasant, thence to Charleston, W. Va., 
via the Obio Central, and thence by the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio to destination. Of the business 
going by this route the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation cannot possibly seeure any record. 


Advance in | East-Bound Passenger Rates. 

The Central Traffic Association (passenger 
department) held a meeting at the Grand Pa- 
cific yesterday for the purpose of perfecting 
the details of the pooling agreement adopted 
by the managers the day previous. The first 
and most important question considered was 
that of rates from Chicago to New York. 
After a long discussion it was decided to re- 
store rates on andafter April 1 to the tariffs 
of 1884. This will make the first-class rate 
Chicago to New York $20 instead of $17, as at 
present, and the second-class rate $17 instead 
of $14. The understandimg 18, however, 
that the less direct routes should be allowed 
au differential rate. What roads should be 
ent tied to a differential and what the amount 
of the differential shall be are left to the discre- 
tion of the Commissioner. These differentials 
Are to apply on business from Chicago, St. 
Louis, and other principa: pooling points only. 
and not on business from points west of pool 
territory. The rate sheets must contain the 
full rates for all lines. A representative of 
the Chicago & Atlantic was present 
by. invitation. He agreed to sign 
the notice of the pool lines to Western roads 
instructing them to advance rates to the $20 
basis first-class Chicago to New York April 1 
next. He did not agree, however, to join the 
pool frcm Chicago, but promised to maintain the 
rates. Not being abie to arrange rates from all 
Other pooling points at this meeting owing to 
the absence of the representatives of the Ohio 
& Mississippi and some other roads, it was de- 
eided to meet again at Cincinnati next Tues- 
day. 

No change in the rates from Chicago to Buf- 
Talo or other points west of trunk-line terri- 
tory was made, as those rates are already up 
to the top noteh. The commission problem 
will remain unsolved for the present and the 
roads may continue to pay commissions in out- 
side territory. 

The opinion exists that aserious mistake was 
made in putting rates back to the tariff of 1884. 
The present $17 rate was considered sufficient- 
ly bigh, and there is no good reason that peo- 
ple should be compelled to pay as Bigh rates 
now as they had to pay two years ago, when 
business affairs were in a much more pros- 
perous condition than at present, and people 
were able to pay higher rates. The roads have 
also shown a weakness in continuing to pay 
commissions. Why commissions should be 
paid to outsiders for securing business when 
the Garnings are pooled is one of the things 
which cannot be explained on any other theory 


President Huntington Will Not Accept 
Terms of Peace. | 
New York, Maron 26.—[Special.}]—President 
Huntington of the Central and Southern Pa- 
cific Railroads and President Strong of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Banta Fé bave ended their 
correspondence concerning a settlement of 
the transcontinental railroad war. Mr. Strong 
demanded for bie company tha: the California 
business should be divided into two pools—one 
covering the Southern California business and 
the second that of Northern California. Of 
the Northern business Mr. Strong demanded 26 
per cent, leaving for Mr. Huntington's lines 
74 per cent, and of the Southern Califor- 
pia business he asked 
— 55 per cent to Mr. 
ton. „ Huntington at one time practically 
assented to this division, but his friends and 
advisers in California have urged him to re- 
fuse any such terms, and be bas acted on their 
counsel. Mr. Strong started for Boston today, 
baving spent two daysin New York witbout 
baying entered into any further conference 
with Mr. Huntington. Mr. Huntington invited 
Mr. Strong to join in calling a new meeting of 
the transcontinental lines, but Mr. Strong said 
that he was unwilling to do anything whatever 
until bis claims already made were fully a- 
lowed. An insider said that there was scarcely 
@ probability that any settlement could be 
made before May 15, ea-at that time-the Cane- 
dian Pacific will be ready to demand a place in 
any pool made, and to establish a pool before 
that time would be but to create it for almost 
immediate destruction. 


Suits Against the Chicago, Burlington & 
Northern. 

GALENA, III., March 26.-——(Special.}—The 
Town of Jamestown, Wis., recently brought 
suit in the Circuit Court in Lancaster against 
the Chicago, Burlington & Northern ‘Railroad 
for $5,000 damages for a highway along the 
river in that town taken by the railway com- 
pany as right of way. The defense demurred 
to the complaint on the ground that under me 
law of that State the town could not sue for 
damages unless they had replaced the highway. 
They could, however, bring action to compel 
the railroad company to replace the road. The 
demurrer was argued Wednesday before Judge 
Clementson, and was sustained. The plaint- 
ifs will either appeal to the Supreme Oourt or 
bring a new action, case ig considered an 
important one, involving a question affecting 
many other suits against the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Northern Vowpany. 


Bends Voted for the Cheyenne & Northern 
in Wyoming. 

Curran. Wyo., March 26.—Today’s elec- 
tion in this county for or against a subsidy of 
$400,000 in bonds for the Cheyenne & Northern 
Railroad resulted in favor of the bonds by 
about 2,000 majority. The vote of Cheyenne 
was nearly solid for the bonds. According to 
the law authorizing the bonds work must com- 
mence on the new road jn ten days. The road 
will run northward from Cheyenae to connect 
with the proposed route of the Wyoming Cen- 
tral Railroad near Fort Fetterman on the North 
Platte Riyer. The Wyom Central is an en- 
terprise of the Chicago & Northwestern now 
being built through Central Wyoming to the 
coal fields near Fetterman.

Maroh 16 re died at Annapolis, Ma., 
James J. Waddell, whose life forms a page in 


the history of our Nation. He died of con- 


gestion of the brain. 

Capt. Waddell was bornin North Carolina in 
1824 and entered the navy in 1838 In 1849 he grad- 
uated at the Naval Academy, baving in the mean- 
time served at Vera Cruz against the Mexicans. 
He served in the United States navy until the War 
began, when he resigned to go into the Contederate 
nevy. At the age of 14, when a midshipman, he 
was insulted by atenior officer, whom he chal- 
lenged, and a duel was fought at Norfolk, Va., in 
which Midshipman Waddell received a wound in 
the thigh which caused him tolimp ever after. 
When he entered the Confederate service he was 
given command of the well-known Shenandoah, and 
with hie vessel went into the Pacific Ocean, en- 
tered the Arctic Seas, and destroyed hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of commerce. The War had 
been over some months when he heard of it from 
an Boglish vessel, Most of his men begged him to 
run the vessel ashore and let each man look out 
for himselt. This Capt. Waddell refused to do, 
but set sail for Liverpool, where be arrived in due 
time, running the ganptiet of the United 
States navy for 20,000 miles. He hed made a 
narrow escape, for an 6 American) War 
steamer was new close at his 3 heels. 
Capt. Waddell did not dare to return to the United 


in May, 1865, and began his work of destruction 
among them, During the months of June, 
and July he pursued the whalers as far as north 
latitude, capturing and destroying in all twenty- 


eight of them. At one time be caught thirteen to-

t the whalers the Shenandoah re- 
southward, and when of San Francisco, 
August, 1866, fell in with the British bark Baracots. 
from whose master Waddell said he received the 
first authentic news of the fall of the Confederacy.

the Shenandoah sailed 58,000 statute miles and 
visited every ocean on the globe except the Ant- 
arctic.

The Shenandosh was built at Glasgow in 1863, 
and was called the Sea King. In September, 1964, 
she was sold to Richard Wrigbt of vegan. and 
thus passed into the hands of the Confederacy. 
She cleared at London for Bombay, ostensibly as 
a merchant vessel. ine same day that she left 
London, another vessel,’ the Laurel, left Liver- 
pool with armament stores, Oonfederate officers, 
and several men enlisted in the Confederate serv- 
ice. At Medeira the two vessels met. The Laurel 
fitted out the Sea King, which then became the 
Shenandoah. After her surrender she was turned 
over to the United States Government and subse- 
quently sold to the Sultan of Zanzibar. 

After the War Capt. Waddell was made Som- 
mander of the Pacific Mail Steamship San Fran- 
cisco. On one of her trips the vessel struck a 
rock not down on the chart, and sank. The Cap- 
tain behaved in the coolest and bravest manner, 
and landed his crew and passengers on a neh- 
boring coast, whence they were safely 
Capt. Waddell was exonerated from ali blame. 
For some time previous to his death he was Com- 
mander of the State Fishery Force of Maryland.]

Their 
lowest prize, they told bim. was $500, and the 
highest $100,000. So Mr. Lowe wants the law- 
yer to collect $500 of this firm, or find 
out what they mean by not sending bis ticket. 
| He thought they would do as they agreed. 
They wrote bim a letter asking him to invest 
in their lottery. He sent the money, got no 
answer, wrote them again, but they never re- 
plied, and Mr. Lowe begins to think they are 
deceivers. Therefore he wants his attorney 
to make them pay him $500 and the costs be- 
sides. Of course Mr. Lowe will neyer get @ 
cent back. But this experience will not keep 
bim, probably, from being nipped by some 
other game Within a year. 

As illustrative of country expectations it may 
also be stated that not long ago a man wrote 
to a Chicago lawyer to bring suit against a man 
with a very common name who bad recently 
moved from his section to Chicago too late for 
the directory. When the lawyer sugested in 
reply that he could not sue unless the man 
could be found to get service, the countryman 
replied that be didn’t think bis correspondent 
was much of a lawyer if he couldn't get the 
help of the 500 police to find the man. 

THE RIVER BLOCKED BY A. SUNKEN BOAT. 

A canal-boat loaded with building stone, 
owned by a Lemont stone firm, was sunk in 
the river directly over the Washington street 
tunnel ata late hour Thursday night, and is 
still at the bottom of the river. No lives were 
lost, but a wheelwan dad a narrow escape. 
Three of the boats in tow of a tug were go- 
ing up the river, and as the bridge at Madison 
street was being approached the tug's Whistle 
was sounded for the draw to open.

The stream was practically blocked yester- 
day. Two divers and a wrecking boat were at 
the scene all day endeavoring to raise the 
sunken vessel, but bad not succeeded up to a 
late bour. 

The schooner Jesse H. Farwell, of Detroit, 
while trying to pass the wreck yesterday after- 
noon, collided with the wrecking boat and sus- 
tained slight injuries. It succeeded, bowever, 
after many trials, in reaching the mouth of the 
river.

Recovery of Her Jewels, and Explains the 
Carroll Feature of the Occurrence. 

Mrs. George Hankins returned yesterday 
afternoon from a visit to New Orleans. The 
story bas been blished as to how her room, 
at the house of a woman named May Banker, 
was entered by masked men, aif while a re- 
volver was held to her head the robbery of be- 
tween . $9,000 and $10,000 in diamonds was 
effected. The jewelry was afterwards recov- 
ered and no prosecution followed. 

Mrs. Hankins was at home yesterday aft- 
ernoon at her residence, No. 1444 Michigan 
avenue. I don't think I can give you any- 
thing new,“ she said, “ because everything 
that can be given out about the matter has ap- 
peared in the papers. 

» What about the men who were concerned 
in the robbery? Have their names ever ap- 
peared in the papers yet?“ 

No. But they won't show themselves in 
New Orleans again. In Louisiana the offense 
of burgiary, committed by force of ‘arms, is 
punishable with death, and they were very lucky 
to get off as easily as they did.“

The night of the robbery 
every servant in the bouse had been sent away, 
and that is why my screams didn’t wake any 
of them. The robbers knew of my always 
carrying @ revolver, and tue first tum they 
did was to reach under my pillow and take it 
out. They bad even been posted as to where I 
carried some of my jewelry about my person, 
and demanded it. Fortunately it had slipped 
under me, and so I lay perfectly quiet and said 
nothing. My sereams, though, when I did 
scream, were loud enough to be heard in the 
whole block. The whole thing was fixed. May 
Banker was simply passive and did nothing. 
Now about Mr. Carroll, the bookmaker, who 
was found in my room. When he heard me 
scream he ran to my room ana the robbers put 
a revolver to his bead and told bim to be quiet. 
He was robbed of $500 in cash and a gold 
watch and chain, because they searched the 
room he had been in. A friend ot bis boarded 
at the house, and be was waiting for her to 
come home from a ball. Her name was Dora. 
When the thieves left they locked us both in 
my room, and when Dora came home from the 
ball I told ber to run back and get a policeman, 
as we had been robbed. Pretty soon Waddell 
came in, unlocked the door with bis latchkey, 
and was very cool and unconcerned when I 
told him about the robbery. ben Hen- 

came and he heard my story he said 
at once he knew who bad my jewelry. and aft- 
erwards he got it. I communicated with the 
thieves, told them I would give them more for 
the jewelry than they could get anywhere eise, 
and then they said that the money was all they 
were after, of course.” : 

„Did Carroll get back his property?“ 

“Not the cash. Of course they won't get 
that. Thieves never give up cash, but Hen- 
nessy says be can get his watch back for him. 
Then there’s another thing. The thieves did 
not make as thorough a search as they might 
have made had I not told them I had leut some 
of my jewelry to a lady to go to the ball witb. 
That was Dora. I guess Carroll will stay away 
from such places after this experience. He 
belongs to one of the best tamilies in Virginia, 
and bis being found ip my room was as 1 have 
told you. This fellow Waddeil is a circus-faker

“You would not tell the names of the 
thieves?”’ 

“There wouldn't be any use in that. I got 
all the ‘stuff’ back, and that was what I cared 
for more than anything eise. The robbery was 
very well planoed and carried out, and all for 
the purpose of getting money for the jeweiry. 
They didn’t make as big a haul as they ex- 
pected to, nor as big a one as they would bave 
made had they looked a little more closely.

AFFAIRS OF THE ARMY. 
THE RETIRED LIST GREATLY REDUCED 
BY RECENT DEATHS. 


The War Department Asked to Explain the 
Cause of Certain Retirements, Eto,—Gen. 


Wasainoron, D. C., March 26.—[Special.]— 
The army retired list is being reduced by a 
mightier power than Congress. No less than 
five transfers have been made from this list to 
the death roll within the last fortnight. The 
latest deaths are those of Lieut.-Col. Bennett 
Hil, Col. Thomas Swords, and Maj. Mo- 
Loughlin, formerly of the Bighth Cav 
alry. There are nine vacancies on the 
disability hst, a larger number than has 
existed at one time since the list was estab- 
lisbed. Oonsiderable pressure is being 
brought to bear from all sides to have 
these vacancies filled in order to open 
up promotion, but ther Secretary of 
War is not willing to make any retirements un- 
til Maj. Merrill's case is settled. Just why all 
the vacancies should be held open for him does 
not appear. When the following list of offi- 
cers, found incapacitated by retiring boards, 
is looked over it will be seen that no excuse 
can be offered for want of material to select 
from: Assistant-Surgeons J. W. Buell, W. R.

GEN. HOWARD TO BE RMED. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
has reported with favorable recommendation 
the nomination ot Gen. Howard to be Major- 
General. He will probably be confirmed at the 
next executive session, so that the order rear- 
ranging the division commands may be ex- 
pected within avery few days. The assign- 
ments will be made as beretofore mentioned. 
It is expected that there will be some changing 
around of the department commands also. It 
is not improbable that Gen. Crook will be taken 
away from the Arizona department and placed 
in charge of the Dakota, relieving Gen. Terry. 
There is a possibility, also, of Gen. Miles suc- 
ceeding Gen. Howard. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

Gen. Terry's new commission has been made 
out at the War Department and will be sent to 
the President for bis signuture tomorrow. 

The President has issued a prociamation 
turning over to the Secretary of the Interior 
the military reservation at St. Augustine, Fia., 
known as the old Powder-House lot. 

The Senate has rejected the nomination of 
Second-Lieut. John H. McBiain,. Ninth Cavalry. 
This is the officer who obtained a divorce from 
his wife because she was not sufliciently 
educated and refined to associate with 
the families of other officers of the 
same standing and raok he bas 
recently attained. His rejection was accom- 
plished through the efforts of Representative 
Kelley, whose son is the attorney for McBiain’s 
divorced wife. Charges of fraud in obtaining 
the divorce were brought to the attention of 
the Military Committee by the attorney some 
time ago and his father appeared in support of 
them. .Young McBiain also appe in de- 
fense of the charges. The story he related was 
that the marriage took place when he was 
very young, wild, and irresponsible. Their 
courtship covered about two days; their 
honeymoon about three weeks. Realizing 
that they were of uncongenial tastes, and 
regretting the hasty marriage, he left her, go- 
ing to Chicago, where, after the lapse of a few 
years, he succeeded in getting a divorce. The 
committee were divided in their report on his 
case. Ibose who favored his contirmation did 
not do so because they believed the treatment 
of his wife justifiable, but they doubted the 
committee's jurisdiction over such matters. If 
an officer is morally unt to bein the service 
they considered that a court-martial was 
the proper tribunal to ascertain that 
fact, not a committee of Congress. 
Uther mem bers held that as the 
department had made no attempt to bring him 


before such a court the only course left was 


for the Senate to take the matter in band. 
Senator Sewell led the opposition and it was 
upon his motion that the nomination was de- 
feated. This rejection brings up another com- 
plication in army promotions similar to that 
involved in the well-known Simpson case. 
The question is, Does a rejection of a nomina- 
tion for promotion deprive an officer of his 
commission and drop him from the rolis en- 
tirely? In the Simpson case the A ttorney-Gen- 
eral held that it did, but the War Department 
declined to accept that view and bave retained 
Simpson on the rolle as of the rank he held be- 
fore being promoted. To be consistent, the 
department will dave to carry McBiain along 
in the same manner, thus biocking promotion 
in another cavalry regiment. It is learned to- 
day that Lieut. McBiain has requested the Secre- 
tary of War to appoint a court of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the charges preferred against him.

INGENIOUS BOOKKEEPING. 


The Cleevriy Fraudulent Method by Which 
Bendit and Ellebree Cheated N. K. Fair- 
bank & Co. Out of $7,000. 

The case of Louis Bendit, one of the ab- 
sconding employés of N. K. Fairbank, who was 
captured by Matt Plukertou at Detroit March 
15, was before Justice Lyon yesterday on a 
continuance. Mr. Oliver of Barnum & Oliver, 
attorneys for N. K. Fairbank & Co., in opening 
the case said that the Garden City Dairy Com- 
pany was an offshoot of the N. K. Fairbank 
Company. Bendit was employed as collector 
for both companies, while Frank Elisbree, the 
other embezzling employé, was employed as 
bookkeeper for the Garden City Dairy Com- 
pany. It was Bendit’s duty to turn over ail 
money collected to N. K. Fairbank's cashier. 
The company observed for some time the fast 
conduct of these two young men, who both 
boarded at the Hotei Superior, but before their 
shortage could be discovered they both fied to 
Canada Feb. 23. It was then discovered that 
Bendit had collected at least $7,000 which he 
failed to account for, and is alleged to have 
shared with Elisbree. 

J. G. Gilkison, chief bookkeeper for the N. 
K. Fairbank Company, and who at times act- 
ed as cashier, gave similar testimony and 
showed that O' Connor was in the habit of com- 
paring his balance with that of Elisbree every 
night. Elisbree never bandied a cent of the 
money brought into the office, but simply 
made bis entries from Bendit’s slip. The books 
balanced every night. He bad examined the 
books of both companies and found that 
credits in the “dairy” ledger kept by Elisbree 
exceeded those in the cash books by $7,000. The 
cash books. however, of both the companies 

Mr. Oliver then produced an ac- 
count of sales of Page, Kidder & Co. with the 

Garden City Dairy Company, $754.77. A letter 

from the National Bank of Commerce, Boston, 

estimating the draft, was tound in Elisbree’s 
closet after he disappeared. For this there ap- 
peared in the ledger a scratched entry for 
$534.61, while close to this were found entries 
crediting L. Ramsea with $101.22 and Berry 

Bros. with $119.84, two sums which exactly 

make up with the $534.61, the exact face 

amount of the draft. In the cash book Page, 

Kidder & Co. are also credited with $534.61. 

Bills received by Bendit were shown tor the 

sums received from Ramsea and Berry Bros. 

The sums were put on the individual accounts 

of the customer some time after, but never 

appeared on the cash book at all. In a second 
case a draft for $304.88 from Page, Kidder & 

Co. is credited on the ledger $313.76, and the 

balance applied to the accounts of oth- 

ers, without ever passmg through the 
cash book of N. K. Fairbank & Co. 

The allegation is that Bendit collected the two 

sums of $119.84 and $101.22, but never turned 

in the money. He told Elisbree of this, and 
he carved a credit for them in his ledger out 
of the $754.77 check, which, with the $534.61 
to which it was reduced, made his cash-book 
agree with O' Connor's. To save detection the 
sums collected were credited to the individual 
customers’ accounts, but, of course, could not 
appear in the cash-book, or the discrepancy 
would at once have been detected. A good

Jem Smith, now looked upon as heavy- 
weight champion pugilist of all England. is the 
newest star among those of his calling upon 
the other side of the Atlantic. He was born 
at Red Lion Market, St. Luke's, London, in the 
spring of 1862, and is therefore about 24 years 
old. He stands five feet eignt and a halt in- 
ches in hight and weighs in condition about 
185 pounds. He is looked upon as one of the 
best two-banded fighters in England, and in 
his more notable battles has invariably fought 
for his opponent's body, preferring to weaken 
and wind his man threugh this method 
than to fight for the face or at- 
tempt the knock-out blow until to 
wards the finish. His shoulder, chest, and arm 
development is especially noticeable in the 
ring, and he is said to strike an extraordinarily 
heavy blow with either hand. Smith's first 
achievement of any note was the winning of 
the heayyweight competition three years ago 
at Bill Richardson's famous boxing academy 
East London, wherein Sayers, Mace, and other 
good ones flourished in their younger days. 
In this be defeated a number of likely young 
London heavyweights with comparative ease, 
and some months later fought and defeated 
Wolf Bendorf, who two years ago was spoken 
of as the coming English heavyweight. His 
next exploit of note was his defeat of Jem 
Mace’s protégé, Jack Davis. The meeting took 
piace last December, when seven rounds were 
fought with the bares for stakes of $1,000, 
and immediately after the was matched 
against Alf Greenfield for stakes of $1,000 a 
side and the championship of England.

* Water on Dry Plains. 
The finding of subterranean water by bor- 
ing, with a view of getting a surface flow for 
watering stock, thus rendering otherwise 
vaiueless lands available for grasa, is being 
prosecuted on the Staked Plains of Texas. In 
relation to some late efforts of this kind, the 
Texas Léve-Stock Journal gives an account of 
boring tn Hockley County. The well was be- 
gun lately and water was found at seventy- 
nine feet that flowed at the surface. The bor- 
ing was continued to a depth of 137 feet, but 
the flow was no stronger. <A pump was then 
put inand thirty to forty gallons per minute 
were obtained. When the pump is not run- 
ning the water from the vump flows at the 
rate of about two gallons per minute con- 


stantiy. 

This shows two things: That pure water 
may be gotten by boring on plains where the 
surface water is absent, or, as in this special 
case, alkali water is the lige MR water. Two 
other wells are being bored, and of these 
will be carried to 1,500 feet, if necessary, to ob- 
taim a strong permanent flow. If water can 
thus be obtamed on the Staked Pisins of Texas, 
one of the most arid regions of the tountry, 
there eerie ot no reason why it may not generally be 
reached throughout the piains region.

Does Not Know the West. 

A Massachusetts genius who thinks de 
knows all about the West, but whose knowl- 
edge ig obtained from hearsay, lately orated 
at a Southboro club to the effect that no person 
need think that by going West he couid get rid 
of using manures; that the Western prairies 
would indeed raise decent crops fora few 
years without manure, but it was an out-of- 
the-pocket kind of business. His hired man, 
he sald, went to Wisconsin and built a barn 
with a. manure cellar underneath, He 
was laughed at by the neighbors, but 
when they saw bis crops from the use of me- 
nure the laugh was on .the other aide. He 
went out West himself and found the wheat 
emall and puny, except in one case where it 
was sown on land that had deen cow-penned. 
This came up to his idea of Massachusetts 
wheat. 

This man had not probably traveled exten- 
sively in the wheat region of the West. 
Central Iliinois, Indiana, Ohio, Iowa, Missouri. 
Michigan, and some sections of Wisconsin 
are notable. winter-wheat regions... Dakota, 
Minnesota, Northern lowa, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, and other Norchern regions are first-rate 
892 sec 8. Now in all these regions 

fertility of land is sustained by the 
reguler rotation of crops, and the natural ac- 
cumulations of manure furnishes fertilization 
in connection with the plowing down gt clover, 
known to be the best. means ia the West to re- 
coup the soll in wheat culture. So far as short 
straw is concerned, this is the essence of heavy, 
compact beading. The difficulty on all new 
solls is. that there is too much straw for the 
wheat, When this difficulty of long, succulent 
straw is gotten over the disabilities from rust, 
et., are done away with through reducing the 
humus of the soil.

About Orchids. 

The cultivation of orchids, or air plants as 
they are sometimes calleu, is a fascinating oc- 
cupation to persons of. wealth who can 
afford the expense. Only . che tropical 
forms ate sought, since these as 
a rule bave the most curious forms 
of leaf and beauty of bloom, for the reason 
that they can oniy with difficulty be propa 
gated from seed. Orchids are costly, the finest 
being found near the tops of trees in the trop- 
ios. The loss in transit is large. It is est, 
mated that there are 5,000 species in existence 
and about 2,000 are or have been fn cultiva- 


tion. 

Mr. E. L. Baird, in & paper on orchids, read 
before the Massachusetts Horticultural 80- 
ciety March 6, gives some valuabie informa- 
tion in relation to the cultivation and care of 
these pets of the wealthy citizeu. The follow- 
ing is the gist of his remarks: 


The great obstacies to the auccessfal growth of 
orohids are, fest, the lack of proper and constant 
atmospheric moisture during the season of active 
growth; second, the want of a constant supply of 
fresh air dering growth, and particularly during 
the resting period, from November to April; third, 
the lack of cleanliness; and tourth, over-shading 
the houses durmg growth, as well as during the 
resting period. 

Our climate ts naturally dry and arid compared 
with that. of England, whence we have had 
most of the rules for orchid culture. The most suc- 
cessful grower, however, doés not hesitate now to 
leave open both top and bottom ventilators of the 
Orchid house during the season of growth and 
when the outside temperatere ranges above 55° 
except when there may occur a rapid fall of tem- 
perature of the outside air. Thousands of cool” 
orchids from the high mountains of South America 
have been destroyed in this country by the appli- 
cation of toe ‘much heat. Many. of them Some 
— | altitades 10,000 or 12,000 feet above the sea 
lev 

The plants should be kept clear of trip and 
green fly by mild fumigation, but plenty of fresh 
air is the best protection agains them. White 
scale does more injury than is credited to it, 
Nothing but careful sponging and brushing with 
soapsuds of in © will eradicate it. Every 
Orchid should be sponged with clean water two or 
three times a year, so that no dust or dirt shall ac- 
cumulate upon it. 

The cultivation of orchids in and near Chica- 
go has of late years attracted much attention. 
The park conservatories contain a good num- 
ber of specimens, that of Lincoln Park being 
probably the largest. Perhaps the first exten- 
sive collection was that of Jamies Cochran, 
Esq., at Blue Island (but now a resident of 
New Voit), who erected large houses, which 
were filled with rare orchids obtained from 
original collectors. His health fallmg. the col- 
lecuon passed bY gift the hands of bis 
friend, Mr. James Crow of Cy

As far as argument is concerned the end bas 
been reached. The efror of the strikers has 
been demonstrated over over again. It is’ 
the fact that, outside of men actually in 
this strike, hardly a person remaius who is not 
convinced of its utter folly. Hundreds of the 
men in the strike are unwilling victims to the 
insane policy of the leaders, and would giadly 
welcome an opportunity to escape from their 
sworn bondage. The Journal knows this fact, 
for it is daily in receipt of letters which are 
exact statements of situation. 

But the tyranny ia sugolute and the fact 
must be recognized by ail magne who are not 
blind to the situation. 

Newspaper sneaks, political ards, and 
loud-mouthed hypocrites may about side 
issues to conceal their contemptible purposes, 
but there is one issue in existence in re- 
gard to this strike, and that is the supremacy 
or the degradation of the cardinal principles of 
American government. 

The small characters in this community who 
think more of a petty post-office or a seat in 
Congress than the weifare of society are wrig- 
gling, and trimming, and crawling to forward 
their owu base purposes. y care not how 
far the canker of lawlesness and disorder eats 
into the py * if they can Make it the n- 
strument of ir personal desires. They are 
political parasites attempting to thrive at the 
expense of society. 

We assert without hesitation that the men 
who, for politioal reasofis, pandét to ion pruri- 
ent exhibition of lawiesneas are greater ene 
mies to the Government and people tran the 
men engaged actively in destroying property 
and wrecking trains. The persons who ester 
day threw a train from the track on the Mis- 
sour: Pacific read and dangerously injured a 
number of innocent employés are not worse 
citizens than persons of pretended respectabal- 
ity who exeuse and apologize for such conduct. 
This is plain language, but it ig spoken in obe- 
dience to the demands of the ple who are 
yet in contro! of the affairs of this country.

THE DELIGHTFUL HOME LIFE OF ME. 
AND MES. W. K VANDERBILT. 


Their Fifth Avenue Palace the Costliest and 
Most Beautiful House in New York—The 
Most Elegant Private Fancy-Dress Ball 
Ever Given in America—How Mrs. Van- 
derbilt Was Wooed and Won—The Dove 
Ball Dress. : 

It is something to live in the most beautiful 
and costly house in New York, and Mr. and 
Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt enjoy this distinc- 
tion. It is also a distinetion to have given the 
most costly and elegant private fancy dress- 
bali ever given in America, and this they have 
done. They are worth, perhaps, some Sfty or 
sixty millions of money, and are both young 
and bandsome. Mr. Vanderbilt is well known 
to the public, but his wife is seldom seen out 
side her own circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances. 

Bight years ago William K. Vanderbilt had 
returned from a Buropean tour and at once 
launched into metropolitan society. He was a 
handsome bionde youth of 26 or 27 and had un- 
limited wealth and a charming grace and d 
rectness of manner that at once made him a 
great beau. He was a fine catoh, and of course 
was invited everywhere. He met his wife at 
an entertainment given by Mrs. Eliott F. 
Shepard, bis sister. Mrs. Vanderbilt, then 
Miss Smith, was a girl of 18. just budding into 
womanhood. An acquaintance describes her 
as most vivacioua, with the frankest manners 
in the world and a perfect disregard of the 
great value of wealth. She had refused three 
or four very wealthy men just because she did 
not like them, and most of her friends predict- 
ed she would be an old maid if she was not 
more gracious to her suitors.” 

At this time, although William K. Vander- 
bilt was, comparatively ¢peaking, a rich man, 
be had no expectations of ever being as rich as 
be is today. Miss Smith was one of three 
sisters, all ot whom were noted for their per- 
sonal obarms, and as they were in society at 
the same time they attracted much attention 
and were always known as the “Three Beau- 
ties. One ot them married W. Kk. Vanderbilt, 
the second ig Mrs. Fernando Yanaga, and the 
youngest is still unmarried and lives with her 
older sister. The love-making was conducted 
very quietly, and no one knew of the engage 
ment until a few montbs before the wedding, 
and then the engagement ring, a single buro- 
ing white diamond set on a narrow loop of 
gold, told the secret, Miss Smith looked lovely 
in her weddm dress of white satin, with old 
family lace flounces and diamond ornaments, 
for ber father was a wealthy merchant. After 
the wedding there was a wedding t our abroad, 
and then the young couple settled down in 
New York. 


THEIR FIFTH AVENUE PALACE. 


One evening about five years ago they were 
dining at the home of their father, W. H. Van- 
derbi. Willie, my bor,” he sai, “why 
don't you build a house and settle down into a 
permanent bome of yourown? You can buy 
that bit of ground at the northwest corner of 
Fifty-second street and the avenue, and I'll 
build on the block below.“ Willie K. thought 
a moment. “I would like to very much, if 1 
could have the finest house in New Yark.’’ 
His wife, who was charmed with the idea, said: 
“Why shouldn't we have the most handsome 
house?” and so the matter was settled. The 
corner lot was purchased for a quarter of a 
million of money, and the young millionaire 
and his wife settled down to build their future 
home. 

The first thing to be secured was an archi- 
tect, and Mr. Richard M. Hunt was recom- 
mended and aceepted. The beautiful palace of 
white marble that rears its turrets and towers 
opposit the cathedra! was the result of bis art, 
aided by suggestions by Mr. and Mrs. Vander- 
bilt and skilled builders. *‘ There are so many 
beownstene mansions on Fifth avenue; let 
ours be of white marble, said Mrs. Vander- 
binn. The white blocks came from Vermont, 
and skilled men spent months and months carv- 
ing them im antique heads, flowers, birds, 
chains, representations of soft white drapery, 
and hudreds of other designs. Tall lily col- 
umns of the white stone were wrought, bal- 
ustrades carved in wonderful designs, and then 
the palace was built. The exterior carvings 
are said to represent fifty years’ constant 
work of five men, although several dozen 
were employed in making them, The 
marble columns that support the grand 
stairway are crowned by two lions in white 
that have their buge mouths open and are 
most ferocious-looking. But the panel over 
the doorway, with its cupids and flowers, is a 
pleasant contrast. The great vestibule, fully 
twenty feet wide, has walls of white marble 
carved to represent a soft-fringed drapery of 
white, Bay windows. carved in every trick 

the chisel, tiny marble balconies 
that look like a bit of Venice, beautiful mull 
ioped windows glittering with stained giasa, 
cathedral-looking windows in ovals and squares, 
numberless Gothic towers and turrets are a 
few of the features of the exterior of the 
bouse, and the soft curtains of white duchess 
lace that drape every window and are beid 
back by loops and bows of white satin ribbon 
add to the effect. 
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The wood-carving and the frescoing are the 
two prominent features of the interior of this 
palace, which when compieted cost in the 
highborhood of $3,000,000. The grand hallway 
is baronial In size, being about 100 feet long by 
thirty wide, and the floor of pink-tinted marble, 
with rugs of deep crimson, is set off by a ceil- 
ing carved in panels of old English oak. Birds, 
and flowers, and bumblebees sport and play 
over these panels and look down on antique- 
winged creatures of tapestry that cover the 
walls in tinte of gold, crimson, olive, and other 
tints, all subdued by age. The tapestry paint- 
ing of this hallway cost some $60,000 and gives 
the tuuch of color to relieve the doorways and 
Staircases, which are of white enamel wood 
carved in minute scrolis and flowers. The far- 
nishing of the ball consists of two antique 
high-backed chairs brought from Holland, a 
centre King Arthur table of old Engtish oak, 
on which is a bronze card-receiver, and a great 
8 vase of black marble worth its weight 
m go 

The spacious effect is not marred by fur- 
niture, and the costly Mexican portiéres of gold 
and pink, yellow, mauve,. peach-blow, and 
every other tint mixed in a harmonious whole, 
which drave the wide doorways, add to the 
graceful effect. To the right is the staircase, 
so broad that ten men could walk up abreast 
and still have plenty of room. The wide, 
shallow steps of white enamel, with the broad 
balustrade carved in many a turn, winds up to 
the top of the house and is lit by a great 
Stained-giass Window. Vases and bronzes

On the right ot the house as one enters is the 
library, wbere the young millionaire receives 
his immediate friends and where he spends 
much ot bis time. Bookcases line the walls, a 
great desk with solid silver writmg materials 
and tiny gold pens occiipies the middie of the 
room, aud lounges and chairs of rosewood 
covered with olive-green leather are placed 
about.

He bas a pleasant bari- 
tone voice for singing, and is a member of St. 
Bartholomew's, like bis brother Cornelius. 

THEIR AMUSEMENTS. 

The yacht now bemg built by Mr. Vander- 
bilt is to be one of the finest owned in this 
country. It will cost about $200,000. and is to 
be fitted: up in the most luxurious manner. 
When it is completed the millionaire, his wife, 
their little daughter and baby son will go sail- 
ing around the world, with twenty sailors, five 
officers, and ten servants to care for them. 
Both Mr. and Mra. Vanderbilt are fond of the 
opera, and had taken a box in the Metropol- 
itan Opera-House for the season. They attend 
the leading theatres and are decidedly of a 
social nature. At present they are living 
quietly, having recently returned from a visit 
to the South, where Mr. Vanderbilt purchased 
an immense tract of land for a country. place. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt bas many charities, and at 
present belongs to two sewing classes. When 
in London they are generally. the guests, ot 
Lady Mandeville, who is an intimate friend, 
and who will probably be one of their guests 
ou their yacht.

The Harpers have reprinted in their Stu- 
dents’ Series Prof, Lodge's excellent ** His- 
tory of Modern Europe, from the Capture of 
Coustantinople by the Turks to the Treaty of 
Berlin, 1878. The vast ground to be covered 
in one volume made it impossible to give a 
philosophic account of even all the impor- 
tant events during such @ long period, and the 
work is little more than a series of annals; but 
it is clearly and impartially written, and of 
considerable value as & work of reference, 

The last number of the “Wonders of Sci- 
ence” series is devoted to the Wonders of 
Acoustics,” translated from the French of 
Rodolphe Radeau. It lays no claim to bea 
treatise on acoustics, but it wil make pleasant 
reading to the young Solks, for whom it is pri- 
marily designed. numerous wood-cuts 
add not a little to ite interest.
